BENETTON-ENEMY OF ALL RACES 

The Third position 
understands that victory in 
Parliamentary elections is 
the consequence, rather the 
source, of power in this 
society. Of all the groups 
which oppose the ruling 
System, we alone are free 
from the delusion that 
parliament is the true seat 
of government and that the 
only course of action open 
to opponents of the System 
is to expend huge amounts 
of money and manpower in 
contesting elections in the 
teeth of overwhelming media 
hostility. 

So we are developing 
alternative, constructive 
ways of opposing the multi¬ 
racial tyranny which has 
been imposed on our nation. 
Many actions are possible. 
They all arise from the 
fact that, in a plutocracy, 
power, by definition, is 
based not on ballots or 
bullets, but on money. It 
is true that there are 
various groups within the 
ruling coalition with their 
own ideological or racial 
reasons for pushing multi¬ 
racialism. But the main 
motivating force is simply 
that immigration and 
miscegenation are profit¬ 
able. 

Immigration has always been 
encouraged in order to 
provide a pool of cheap, 
non-unionised labour. And 
now, with such huge numbers 
of immigrants and their 
descendants living here, it 
is becoming increasingly 
profitable for firms 
selling consumer goods tc 
appeal to them in their 
advertising. But since 
there are still a fair 
number of us unfortunate 
natives left in these 
islands, the same adverts 
have to appeal to us as 
well. Hence the prolifer¬ 
ation of multi-racial 
advertising. 


Opposition to this deadly 
trend is vital. It is also 
very simple. Since most 
companies use multi-racial 
imagery primarily because it 
has been making the money, 
all we need to do to stop it 
is to ensure that it loses 
them money. 

Small protest groups with 
other interests have shown 
that such economic pressure 
works. "Revlon torture 
rabbits"; "Don't bank with 
apartheid, don't bank with 
Barclays"; "This advert 
degrades women" - the 
campaigners using these 
economic tactics all won 
their battles over the last 
decade, while the groups 
which stuck to political 
targets got nowhere. 

Now the Third position is 
putting this lesson into 
action - concentrating all 
our efforts against the 
worst capitalist promoter of 
cultural and national geno¬ 
cide - the Benetton chain of 
shoddy fashion clothes 
shops. 

Their corporate slogan "The 
United Colors of Benetton" 
(note the Yankee spelling, 
just to add insult tc 
injury) has been promoted 
for several years now with 
ever-more repulsive images 
of race-mixing. Black and 
white hands, mixed groups of 
children, blacks and whites 
kissing. Even the London 
Underground refused to 
display their recent 
offering - a white woman 
breast feeding a black baby. 
This sick imagery is an 
affront to all people 
regardless of race - who are 
proud of their own identity. 

It may be that Benetton is 
so firmly committed to the 
multi-racial market that our 
campaign will not make them 
back down. But in the 
present economic climate, 
retailers are particularly 


vulnerable to such pressure, 
so even if Benetton do not 
see sense, other firms will 
be very reluctant to incur 
similar public displeasure. 
So at the very least we can 
isolate Benetton and step 
race-mixing advertising 
becoming a profitable 
bandwagon. 

The Third position in Kent 
is leading the way in 
this initiative, our Kent 
Comrades being the first to 
launch the campaign with 
their own local leaflet "The 
Ripped-Off Customers of 
Benetton". The drive against 
multi-racial advertising 
will intensify in the coming 
months. This will show that 
there are far better ways to 
defend the wonderful variety 
of races and cultures of 
mankind than wasting money 
contesting elections to a 
parliament which is nothing 
more than a rubber stamp for 
decisions already made by 
the Super Rich. 

But we need your help as 
well. Get involved. Boycott 
Benetton. And do whatever 
comes to mind to persuade 
others to do the same. 
Everyone can do something to 
fight back 















ZIONIST TERROR 




Since 1948, when the Palest¬ 
inian people lost their 
homeland, hundreds of men, 
women and children have been 
killed by Israeli troops. As 
a creed based on expansion¬ 
ism, the Zionist mentality 
is not content with 
controlling Palestine, but 
wants to physically eject 
the Palestinians from the 
length and breadth of their 
own nation. 

As thousands of 'homecoming' 
Jewish immigrants arrive 
daily from Russia, the Arab 
peoples are kept in filthy 
camps, where running water 
is a luxury. Troops patrol 
the streets, exercising 
curfews to prevent organized 
resistance to their illegal 
rule. 

Even in such horrible cond¬ 
itions as these the Palest¬ 
inians have managed to 
orchestrate opposition and 
defiance against the Zionists ; 
presence. Sadly, acts 
bravery are met with aunfi 


and stone-throwing is met 
with machine guns. Without 
the means to organize a more 
effective campaign against 
the Zionists, the Palest¬ 
inians resort to dangerous 
acts of desperation. 

The largest organized group 
is the P.L.O., although many 
young Palestinians are 
turning against Arafat and 
his supporters, recognizing 
their proposed 'two-state 
solution' for the coirprom- 
ising act of treachery that 
it is. 

Since 9th. December 1987, 
the Palestinians have taken 
part in an organized 
uprising against the Israeli 
State. They refer to this 
uprising as the 'intifada', 
and it has spread throughout 
whole towns and villages, 
incorporating the very 
concept of their determined 
anti-Zionist struggle. 

Sick of being treated like 
citizens in 
own nation, the 


Palestinians have begun to 
strike back positively. The 
Kent Third Position gives it 
corrplete support to the 
Intifada, and will do it's 
utmost to bring to light the 
horrific persecution of the 
Palestinian people by the 
Zionist bandit-State. 




















THE ORIGINS OF DISTRIBUTISM 


In previous issues of this 
quarterly publication, we 
have examined various past 
attempts of putting our 
ideas into practice. Last 
issue we discussed the Guild 
of St.Joseph and St.Dominic, 
and revealed how a number of 
individuals had tried to 
initiate their own 'back-to- 
the land' programme. 

On this occasion, our 
attention comes to focus on 
the early beginnings of 
Distributism. In the early 
part of this century, the 
renowned author and poet, 
G.K.Chesterton, regularly 
published his own paper, 
'G.K.'s Weekly', which was 
the very first exponent of 
the concept of Distributism. 

In Chesterton's own words, 
he described Distributism as 
'a simple idea to restore 
possession'. This was seen 
as the only answer to the 
present system of Capitalism 
and a clear alternative to 
the offered mirror-image of 
atheistical Communism. 

In an attempt to create a 
spiritually-bound doctrine 
of fair economics, and 
restore the sanity of field 
and workshop, of craftsman 
and peasant, and to leave 
behind the insanity of 
machinery, of unemployment, 
over-production and star¬ 
vation, the Distributist 
League was^founded. 

The League's first aim was 
to prepare a list of small 
shops and to encourage their 
members and supporters tc 
favour these over and above 
exploitative concerns. Then, 
on November 27th. 1926, the 
first formal meeting was 
held. It was then decided 
to; 

'....enlist the support of 
the small farmer and the 
small master craftsman. We 
hope, little by little, to 
put the small producer in 
touch with the small 
retailer. We hope in the end 
to establish within the 
State, a community, almost 


self-supportive, of men and 
women pledged to Distribut¬ 
ism and to a large extent 
practising it. Less and 
less, then, will the 

juggling of finance have 

power over us; for it does 
not matter what they call 
the counters when you are 
exchanging hams for handker¬ 
chiefs or pigs for pianos'. 

Another influential charac¬ 
ter to join the growing 
ranks of Distributism, was 
Hilaire Belloc. Belloc, like 
Chesterton, was a famous 
author and poet, anc 

dedicated a book to the 
subject, entitled 'The 
Restoration of Property'. 
This work became the most 
detailed study of hov. 
Distributism could work in 
practice. Here, Belloc 
explains why capitalism and 
Communism are two sides of 
the same insidious coin; 

'The only economic differ¬ 
ence between a herd of 
subservient Russians and a 
mob of free Englishmen 
pouring into a factory of a 
morning is that the latter 
are exploited by private 
profit, the former by the 
State in communal fashion. 
The motive of the Russian 
masters is to establish a 
comfortable bureaucracy for 
themselves and their friends 
out of .the proletariat 
labour. But we want some¬ 
thing different fron 
either'. 

Here is Belloc's alter¬ 
native: 

'There is', he said,'a third 
form of society and it is 
the only one in which 
sufficiency and security can 
be combined with freedom and 
that form is a society in 
which property is well 
distributed and so large a 
proportion of the families 
in the State severally own 
and therefore control the 
means of production as to 
determine the general tone 
of society; making it 
neither Capitalist nor 


Communist, but proprietory'. 

So ends our short insight 
into the origins of 
Distributism. We hope this 
article has been of 
interest, we intend to 
continue this subject in 
future issues.

In the last issue of this 
publication, we discussed 
the dangers of racial 
integration and the americ- 
anization of the British 
Isles. The final conclusion 
was that we can learn from 
the way the United States 
has become more and more 
degenerate, and seek to 
avoid becoming a carbon-copy 
of a country even further 
along the Road to Death than 
our own. 

In this article, we attempt 
to highlight some of the 
positive things that are 
being done in America, to 
counter the ever-quickening 
process of racial and 
cultural suicide. In 
Milwaukee, an operation has 
been mounted to try and save 
young Black males from foll¬ 
owing the usualroute to the 
local penitentiary - via the 
cutthroat world of drugs and 
violence. Two years ago, 


Leah Hasty, Principal of 
Baltimore's all-black 
Matthew A. Henson Elementary 
School in a neighbourhood of 
grassless yards and 
drug-dealing, created a 
second - and third - grade 
class for Black boys, taught 
by a Black teacher - Richard 
Boynton. 

The youngsters attending the 
school are making excellent 
progress and proving that 
segregated schooling makes 
an incredible difference to 
the racial melting pot of 
most 'schools' and 
'colleges' in America. This 
situation is causing great 
embarassment to the 
authorities, who see this 
project as a 'reverse of 
civil rights'. 

Roger Green, a Brooklyn, New 
York State assemblyman, says 
that 'There has never been a 
time when we have seen our 
youth so endangered by anti- 
social forces, particularly 


the culture of drugs and 
violence'. He goes on to 
explain that since^the 'Depths 
of the Depression', hecannot 
think of any time that 'Our 
family structure has been so 
vulnerable'. 

Green should know, too. 
Poverty, drugs, violence and 
hopelessness pervade the 
streets in the Brooklyn comm¬ 
unity that he represents. 
Sadly, these awful elements 
that young Blacks are offered 
as a 'way of life' are 
considered better for them 
than entering the all-Black 
school. 

So-called 'civil rights 
leader', Jesse Jackson, who 
wrongly purports to represent 
the interests of the Black 
community, has condemned the 
idea of separate schools for 
youngsters of different racial 
backgrounds. In his own words, 
'commitment to equal protect¬ 
ion and desegregation should 
remain'. Obviously this 
'champion of civil rights' 
believes that applying a hated 
policy of racial integration 
upon the American people, 
Black AND White, is more 
important than the education 
and well-being of the younger 
members of the Brooklyn 
community. 

This step has been a very 
positive move for blacks in 
America, and we must praise 
such initiatives and use them 
as worthy examples of positive 
self-determination. The Dews¬ 
bury 'scandal' has already 
brought to light the 
horrendous consequences of 
mixed schooling, therfore our 
own communities must be 
informed of the realities in 
modern-day England and 
organize against such measures 
that undermine our racial and 
cultural heritage. 

SEGREGATE OUR SCHOOLS NCW 






RESCUE THE CHILDREN 


In the second issue of The 
Kent Crusader we considered 
the subject of abortion. 
Having looked at a common 
form - the suction method, 
whereby the baby is ripped 
to pieces and 'hoovered' out 
of it's mother; we examined 
the so-called difficult 
cases of handicap and rape, 
and touched on how we can do 
something to stop this 
actual holocaust. 

In this country, there are 
two places where it is 
possible to obtain an 
abortion - in an NHS hospi¬ 
tal or a private clinic. As 
many, many thousands of 
abortions are carried out by 
the NHS, why does no-one 
ever stop to consider the 
enormous financial costs 
involved. At a time when so 
many of our folk are waiting 
for important operations 
such as a hip replacement 
and wards are closing - OUR 
money is being used to kill 
pre-born babies. The other 
face of the abortion 
industry is even more repug¬ 
nant as the private clinics 
not only take the babies' 
lives, but make a fat profit

for doing it. 

Surely, now that 3 million 
innocent lives have been 
taken in this country alone 
(the figure is 50 million 
worldwide EACH YEAR), since 
the bloodthirsty politicians 
legalized baby murder in 
1967, it is time for action. 
A group has emerged in 
recent years which has 
responded admirably to this 
call. Ope ration Rescue, 
which was founded several 
years ago in the' USA, 
started up in England two 
years ago. Members of this 
group of militant pro-lifers 
recognize that their 
struggle is essentially a 
spiritual one and their 
movement is fighting for the 
baby and it's mother. Their 
activities generally include 
the picketting of private 
abortion clinics, leaflet¬ 
ting and counselling the 
mothers before they enter 
the clinic and explaining 
exactly what will happen to 
their baby. If there are 
sufficient numbers of people 
present, the entrances to 
the clinic are blockaded so 
that it is impossible for 



anyone - abortionist or 
mother - to enter. This 
enables the pavement 
counsellors to have more 
time to talk to the mothers, 
and close down the clinic 
for the day so no blood- 
money is made that day. 
Inevitably the police arrive 
and attempt to move the 
Rescuers to keep the clinic 
open for the murders to con¬ 
tinue. Those blockading the 
clinic do not fight back as 
they consider that enough 
violence is committed in 
these real death camps. 
Instead they go totally limp 
so as to make it more 

difficult for them to be 
moved. Very often, extreme 
violence is used. An example 
from the USA is not 

untypical. At a Rescue in 
Pittsburgh, 125 Rescuers 
were arrested, beaten with 
truncheons, kicked and 

punched. The 65 men were 
taken to an asylum for the 
weekend. The 60 women were 
taken off to prison where 

they were dragged up five 
flights of stairs, many by 
the hair or bra; some were 
stripped and sexually 
molested by male guards. At 
least one woman was kicked 
between the legs by a female 
guard. The police removed 
their ID tags and the 
prisoners were refused food 
for their first two days in 
prison. 

One of the leaders of this 
movement made the following 
statement - The State is now 
doing what we always knew it 
would. We want to stop the 
tea-party holocaust. You 
stop killing our brothers 
and sisters, or start 
killing us - that has always 
been the deepest impulse of 
the Rescue mevement. 

There are many private 
clinics in this country, and 
our own county of Kent, 
where baby killing is 
carried out. Find out where 
your local one is and start 
a picket with some friends 
to end this bestial 
slaughter before we reach 
4 million deaths.
